Fewer removals {or irregularities 
were made than last year. 

Corporation Post Offices. 

A rigorous effort has been mode to 
suppress post offices conducted 
throughout the country for the sole 
benefit of some corporation, nursery 
company, patent medicine firm or 
orher institution whose operation* ' 
Drive the government of Its legitimate 
revenues. The company or corpora- 
tion usually has some one connected 
with it appointed postmaster, and 
thus get* the advantage of the 
cellntion* or the salary and allow- 
ances of the powiinaater. These in- 
stitutions sometimes have derived 
thousands of dollars of revenue from 
the government which virtually 
amounted to n commission or 
count on their post*! business.
